Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this meeting that the matter of water 
storage along the headwaters of the 
Truckée river could and would be 
more promptly and successfully man- 
aged by a corporation for.ned by the 
present dftch owners and water users. 

Mr. Beck then said that he offered 
the resolution for a two-fold purpose. 


and the-second to mark a somewhat 
remarkable coincidence, for, without 
any conference with Mr. Fitch, it was 
evident that his mind had been run- 
ning in the same chatmel while trying 
to solve the question of water storage ; 
that several plans had been suggested, 
one of which was that the State should 
pay the expense and manaye the busi- 
ness. Others would give the manage- 
ment to the county and have our 
County Treasury foot the bills; but by 
far the best plan is that suggested by 
Mr. Fitch, and, as he goes somewhat 
into detail in what he has submitted, I 
have no desire to have.my resolution 
upon at this time, but would 
prefer that it be considered ther 
with that of Mr. Fitch, which I feel 
sure will afford a basis for a solution of 
the matter in question. I think I 
could give many good reasons why the 
ditch owners and water users of this 
valley could thanage an enterprise of 
this nature miuch more successfully 
than officers of a Government, be it 
State or county. It may be. answered 
—indeed, it has been—that it would 
not be safe for this community to in- 
trust the ownership and management 
of an enterprise of so much importance 
to the bands of a corporation, for fear 
that it would soon become a monopoly. 
But I bave no such fears, for it will be 
noted that the plun of Mr. Fitch and 
that suggested by my resolution would 
allow every citizen of the county to 
become a stockholder, and I don’t 
think it reasonable to su that the 
people will outrage the ves. Besides 
this, it is manifest that whoever stores 
the water in the mountains will be as

“IRRIGATION QUESTION, 


[Concluded from First Page. } 


ofthe magnitude of this volume can be 
formed when I tell you that the area of 
these two lakes is (as I am info med 
ry 600 squar: miles, or over 30, 
acres, and that the depth of Pyramid Lake 
is in some places 100 feet deep, and in 
others even more, If this water to the 
depth of four feet couid be led by ditches 
over fertile land, it would pat under cul. 
tivation over 500 acres. As it is the 
water rushes to these lakes and cannot be 
utilized, forthe lakesare below the leve! 
of the adjoining lands. in July, August 
and Mepitember, when the water is most 
needed, the iiver rans almost dry ani 
the farmers of the fifty or — thousend 
acres now under irrigation, fearful lest 
the drought may wither their crops, are 
engaged in a con'inual fight for the scan! y 
supply that does come down. 

Much has been expected from the U 
S. Gevernment, but the people are begin- 
ning to realize that it moves slowly and that 
little will be done beyond the ascertainment 
and survey of reservoirs, the enterprises 
themselves being left to private capita'. We 
have already ascertained all that cafi be 
learned about the sources of the Truckee 
River. We ktiow that’a dam cos.ing $10,000 
can be constructed at the 


OUTLET OF LAKE TAHOR, 


Which if “raised only ten feet high will 
store for the period of panty supply a body 
of water in addition to that at present in ihe 
lake covering 175 square miles and 1o feet iu 
depth, all of which, except that drunk up by 
the sun, can be utiliz in the peviod of 
greatest scarcity, and capable of irrigating 
millions of acres, in connection with the 
utilization of the water which flows from 
other water-sheds into the Truckee during 
the flood season 

The title of the land on which this dam 
must rest ig not in Lhe Government If it 
were the solution would be simple. But I was 
giad to find that it wasiu the name cither of 
your father or yourself and that adam was at 
present upon it, and that ‘in sume way it was 
in the possession of a boom company orgrerr 
ized under the laws of California for the 
booming of logs down the Truckee River, and 
that the stockholders of this company wee 
the gentlemen interested in the Central 
Pacific Company—Governor Stanford, C. P 
Huntington, yourself, W. EK. Brown and 
others. I say that I was sy to hear this for 
I felt satisfied that the public spirit as well as 
the business policy of these gentlemen would 
prompt them in some way to utilize this land 
jo the advantaze of Nevada andits people and 
the consequent profit of the railroad in which 
they are interested and which traverses from 
one end to the other the State of whose 
products and supplies it is almost the only 
carrier. 

I showld like to write further on this 
subject, but the mail is about to close and | 
am desirous that this should reach you before 
you start on your three-month’s trip to the 
East, which I see announced in the papers. 

Som@thing can be done immediately in 
behalf of this community, and I appeal to 
you to doit before your departure—and that 
is to take measures to bring some of the 
gentlemen inte.ested in your railroad in com- 
muuication with a committee of the people of 
Reno on this subject. And I suggest also that 
orders be given to keep the gates of the pres- 
ent dam shut down 


DURING THE COMING WINTER 


And Spring so that the water of the 
lake can stored, and if the 
resent dam is insufficient that a new one 

immediately constructed. If necessary I 
will undertake to see that the money is 
raised for this purpose. All this can, I 
think, be done immediately. Measures for 
the more complete utilization of the waters 
can be devi hereafter when you are more 
at leisure.

He did not express himself so favorably as 
to immediate action as he had in previous 
interviews with Senator Stewart. He ex- 
pressed the general view that nature had 
adapted thie lake tothe use of the agricul- 
tural community on the banks of the 
Truckee river, but that he was desirous of 
moving cautiously so that whatever might 
be done would be not to advance any mon- 
oply or speculative interest. but the people 
of that community The Committee re- 
tired somewhat discoureged, fearing that 
excessive caution might delay the great en- 
terprise and retard the proper utilization of 
the waters of Tahoe. 

Shortiy after Senator Stewart came to 
Carson and told me the result of farther 
interviews wit : Sena’or Stanford; and also 
told me that he thought that Senator Stan- 
ford would turn over the outlet of Lake 
Tahoe for the benefit of the people of the 
State provided the waters would not fall 
in o the hauds of speculators or be monop- 
ol zed by existing ditches, and provided it 
could be done in such a way as to insure to 
the people generally the benefit of the en- 
tnerprise. So you see that here is the prac- 
tical objection te Mr. Fitch’s suggestion 
that the re ervoirs should be turned o.er 
to the present ditch-owners. The propo- 
sition must be shaped to suit Governor 
Stanford, and he objects to such an arrange- 
ment. 

Senator Stewart’s idea was to have the 
State reserve I .rge tracts of land in the 
vicinity of the Truckee river, to which the 
Waters storedin Lae Tahoe and the storage 
reservoirs could be applied; then to have 
these storage reservoira put in he bands 
of the State Keclamation Commission,

THESE STORAGE RESERVOIRS 


By the present owners of the ditches on the 
Truckee, this will meet with the opposition of 
Governor Stanford, and my defeat the acqui- 
sition of Lake Tahoe. It will be necessary to 
overcome his objections by a negotiation and 
by satisfying him that this measure will ad- 
vance the general good. 


MR. NEWLANDS’ PLAN. 


For my own part I incline to the view 
th-tthe ownership of the storage reser- 
voirs should be vested in the united 
ditches of the Trackee, through the inter- 
vention of some corporation or tru-tee 
holding for them. These ditches are 
about forty in number. The stock in 
hem is forthe most part in the owner- 
ship ofthe tarmers whose lands are irri- 
gited. No commanity of interest could 
b devised which would include a greater 
number of those to be benefited than 
would this plan, It would secure tne old 
settiers againt loss of thelr crops,and as 
the s orage was gradually extende these 
ditches would be enlarged so as :o tate in 
new lands with ntheir reach, and wh n 
thes» we e all put under cultivation new 
ditches could be censtrucied to iead the 
surplu« w ters to the high land« above 
the Truckee Meadows.

H. Mills, the General Land Agent of the 
Central P.cifle—a man of large and com- 
prehensive views who will duubthess bring 
then to the aitenuiion of Governor Stan- 
ford and Mr. Crocker. I tru-t that this 
letter will be published as it does away
